More than 7,000 Axis troops were 

killed and 80 guns, 220 machine 
|guns and other booty were cap- 
tured, the midnight communique 
said. 

(The Germans acknowledged 
the evacuation of Krymskaya, in- 
sisting that it was “insignificant 
from a strategical viewpoint,” and 
said the considerable shortenings 
of the Axis line was bound to in- 
crease the strength of the Ger- 
man defence force.) 

The Russian offensive, first such 
large-scale operation undertaken 
by the Red army since its success- 
ful winter offensive from Leningrad 
to the Caucasus, was aimed at wip- 
ing out the Axis bridgehead on the 
Taman peninsula, bounded on the 
west by the Sea of Azov. Kerchen- 
ski Strait and the Black Sea.

a trip with the night fighters and 
finally the Air Ministry had ar- 
ranged it. I was to proceed to an 
airdrome in Kent where two crack | 
squadrons of “intruders” were sta- | 
tioned. An “intruder” is an of- 
fensive night fighter. He goes look- 
ing for trouble. This group used the 
two-motored Douglas Boston which 
our army calls the A-20A. It is a 
beautiful aircraft, perfectly fitted 
for this difficult job as bomber- 
fighter, “Intruders” flew high over 
France and Holland, looking for 
enemy airports. When they locate 
one they hover over it, waiting for 
German bombers to return from 
sorties over Britain. Then they give 
the bombers hell. They use a neat 
trick which sometimes works. They 
try to figure out what color landing 
lights the Germans are using on the 
particular night and they show 
these lights. If they guess right 
(the Germans change the color 
nightly) they are all right. If they 
guess wrong they get a dose of flak 
and lots of attention from German 
fighter aircraft. Sometimes they 
don't bother showing lights. They 
just dive down and “beat up” the 
airdrome—to use the R.A.F. phrase. 
They carry light bombs and plenty 
of machine guns and caunon. It is 
dangerous but exhilarating work, 
and the pilots are all specially 
trained for the job. This airdrome 
was a particularly fine one and the 
pilots a great bunch. They were a 
bit ruore mature than the usual 
RAF squadron; their average age 
was about twenty-four. Their 
quarters were about a mile from 
the airdrome—a lovely old red- 
brick house which had been a 
school. When I arrived, the young 
Commanding Officer showed me 
my room. 


VERY HOSPITABLE 


“We are very hospitable here,” he 
said gravely.

Laden as 
we were with bombs and with 
plenty of ammunition for our 
guns, the speed indicator in fror’ 
of me showed 280 miles an hour.

The provincial department of agricul- 
ture is doing valuable service in sponsor- 
ing the creation of a Farm-for-Victory 
committee, whose object will be to encour- 
age production to the maximum during the 
coming summer throughout Alberta. The 
marks to be aimed at were stated in a pro- 
gram recently announced, and given wide 
publicity. The objectives thus set made 
plain that there is no danger of exceeding 
the requirements. “The sky is the limit 
in respect to almost all products save 
wheat. It is rather doubtful if the avail- 
able labor will make it even possible to 
reach the totals cited over a wide range of 
food commodities. 

To produce these supplies is not ex- 
clusively the farmers’ job, The town-man 
can help, and help very effectively if he 
will put himself into the task. Whoever 
has the leisure time to cultivate a Victory 
Garden should plant one, as large a one as 
he can attend to. The local demand for 
vegetables next winter will be greater than 
it has ever been, for the population of the 
city is larger, and there is a great con- 
suming market in the north country that 
was not there in past years.

Battling for the Short-Cut 


Correspondents tell of munitions and 
other vital supplies for Russia being land- 
ed at ports on the Persian Gulf faster 
than they can be hauled away by trains on 
the Trans-Persia railway and mile-long 
convoys of trucks. These supplies are be- 
ing accumulated at Russian distributing 
points as tools with which to resist the 
Nazi third offensive, and materials for the 
counter-offensive the Red army may 
launch. A 1,400-mile land journey awaits 
them after reaching the Persian ports be- 
fore they are taken over by the distribu- 
tion system. They reach the landing ports 
only after travelling in freighters around 
the Cape of Good Hope, a voyage from 
Halifax, New York or Britain longer than 
half-way around the globe. 

This is one reason why the fighting in 
Tunisia is being pushed so vigorously. 
When that bridgehead is captured, the 
Mediterranean will be under Allied con- 
trol, and supplies for Russia, India and 
China can move through the short-cut 
waterway completed by the Suez canal and 
the Red Sea. That will shorten the dis- 
tance from ports on the eastern coast of 
this continent to ports in Persia and India 
by 5,000 miles, and cut the distance from 
Britain to those ports by about the same 
mileage. To deliver a cargo and return, 
@ freighter will then have 10,000 miles less 
to steam than it now has, whether going 
from this continent or from Britain. That 
will multiply the carrying capacity of the 
available ships, and accomplish the same 
purpose as the launching of scores of new 
Allied carriers. 

The capture of Tunisia will shorten the 
supply life-line to Russia, India and China 
by one-third. It may make possible the 
diversion of some freight-ships from that 
service to other supply routes—perhaps to 
the South Pacific, or to maintain an in- 
vasion army in Hitler's Europe.

Once one accepts the “chores”

Not an enormous “waste” of time. 

The preparation of the formula 
can be made easier if one has the 
proper tools for the job and if 
enough time is allowed so that 
one doesn't grow irritable at the 
time consumed.
